Inflammatory, typical ones read- 
Ing: 
"End 25 cent wages," and 


"Help the strikers win." 


Across the street from the East 


Side plant 
strike leaders had 


opened 
a 
completely-equipped 


headquarters under the direction 
of Phil Raymond, former Com- 
munist candidate for mayor. 


Despite his known 
affiliations, 


Raymond denied any Communist 
motives behind the 
strike. He 


was acting, he maintained, as a 
paid organizer, engaged by the 
strikers because he was the only 
experienced man available. 


Today was the eighth day of 


the impasse. The plants closed 
last week when about 2,000 work- 
ers walked out in protest, princi- 
pally, agarast jyece-work wage 
scales, and "dead-time" (non-pay- 
ment while idle because of ma- 
terial shortages). 


"TWO~DEA°D" ALARM
